Murdered Margot's son stands trial in 


Spain after woman killed at cashpoint

A Surbiton man punched 
and kicked a mother of 
three at a Barcelona cash¬ 
point before returning with 
a knife to stab her to death, 
a Spanish court has been 
told. 

Sean Heiss, who was liv¬ 
ing in St Mark’s Hill, has 
been in custody in Spain 
since being accused of mur¬ 
dering Clementina Nauta, 
42, on September 29, 2012, 
which he denies. 

The trial is being followed 
by UK police who suspect 
Mr Heiss murdered his own 
mother Margot Sheehy in 
her Kingston flat in June 
2012 before going on the run 
to Spain. 

In a document filed at the 
beginning of his trial in 
Barcelona, the Spanish 
prosecutor said Mr Heiss, 
30, punched, kicked and 
stabbed Miss Nauta in the 


head and face as she en¬ 
tered the cash machine area 
at about 7am. 

The prosecutor wrote: 
“Clementina went to the La 
Caixa cashpoint on the cor¬ 
ner of Paris and Aribau 
streets in Barcelona, where 
she found the accused. He 
opened the door and, ap¬ 
proaching Clementina, 
began to hit her, causing 
her to fall to the floor. 

“While she was on the 
floor, the accused continued 
hitting her in the face and 
head with strong and re¬ 
peated strikes of his feet 
and/or fists. 

“After this, the accused 
went back into the cash¬ 
point and took a knife from 
his personal effects, with 
which he returned to where 
he had left Clementina. He 
repeatedly stabbed her in 
the throat and face, contin¬ 
uing to land blows and 
kicks, intending to kill her 
or, at least, knowing that 
her death would result from 
the attack.” 


She died in hospital from 
knife and head wounds. 

Her father Alexander 
Nauta, a 67-year-old retired 
airline pilot, told the 
Kingston Guardian: “She 
was one of those people 
who always wanted to help 
people and had friends from 
the lowest of society from 
students, persons on the 
street, to right up the 
chain. 

“She loved and got on well 
with anybody.” 

Adding to the tragedy, he 
said Miss Nauta’s partner 
had been put in a near-vege¬ 
tative state about eight 
months before her death 
after being hit by a car 
shooting a red light. 

He also wanted to know 
why Spanish police, who ar¬ 
rested Mr Heiss for a minor 
offence in July, had let him 
free, despite a European ar¬ 
rest warrant issued by 
British police. 

Mr Nauta said: “I’m try¬ 
ing to get justice for my 
daughter.”

Independent inquiry into ex-leader 


Kingston Council’s new Conser¬ 
vative administration will lau¬ 
nch an independent inquiry into 
disgraced ex-Liberal Democrat 
leader Derek Osbourne’s years 
in power. 

Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said he wanted to 
draw a line under “the most 
shaming thing the borough’s 
ever faced”. 

Osbourne, 60, is serving a 
two-year prison sentence for 
downloading and distributing 
indecent images of children, ani¬ 
mals and women being violently 
and sexually abused. 

Coun Davis said: “I hope we’ll 
come out with a clean bill of 
health, but if that’s the outcome 
it doesn’t mean the inquiry has 
been a failure. 

“We’re not on a witch hunt.” 

The previous Lib Dem admin¬ 
istration resisted Conservative

calls for an inquiry, citing a 
Metropolitan Police investiga¬ 
tion that found Osbourne’s 
crimes were unconnected to his 
council role. 

Coun Davis said: “The police 
were concerned about aspects of 
the charges brought against 
him. 


“But what is illegal and what is 
inappropriate is something the 
inquiry needs to examine.” 

Coun Davis said the inquiry 
would examine Osbourne’s deci¬ 
sion-making regarding funding, 
in particular with youth groups, 
as well as his behaviour toward 
young people he came into con¬ 
tact with through his various 
public duties. 

Former council leader Council¬ 
lor Liz Green said the idea of an 
inquiry was discussed by the Lib 
Dems, but ultimately rejected. 

She said: “My heart said we 
should have an inquiry, but my 
head said we weren’t going to 
achieve anything. 

“I think they [the Conserva¬ 
tives] want to keep this going for 
as long as they can, and I think 
that is the motive for wanting to 
do it, which is unhealthy for the 
council.”

Call to rent 
out garages

Kingston Council could be 
losing out on £400,000-a-year 
in rent by not letting out hun¬ 
dreds of its garages, it has 
been claimed. 

A residents’ scrutiny panel 
said the council had “no clear 
or cohesive plan to manage” 
its 1,234 garages, of which 474 
were rented out, meaning 
service to residents was 
“poor” and income less than 
half what it could be. 

A garages manager should 
be appointed to oversee the 
stock and generate more 
revenue, the panel said. 

It noted: “Across all the es¬ 
tates in the borough there 
was little maintenance being 
carried out to the garages 


plus there was a great deal of 
confusion around policy and 
areas of responsibility.” 

The council currently re¬ 
ceives £304,000 a year in 
garage rent. 

Conservative lead member 
for housing Councillor Ian 
George said: “I can assure 
you we will be looking at it 
and we will be taking resi¬ 
dents’ comments seriously.” 

His opposite number, for¬ 
mer lead member Councillor 
Patricia Bamford, said: “I 
agree with the recommenda¬ 
tions they have made. [A 
garages manager] would pay 
for itself in no time at all.” 

Neighbouring Sutton Coun¬ 
cil was used as a benchmark 
by the investigators, who said 
it earned £500,000-a-year by 
letting 76 per cent of its 1,200 
garages, having previously 
suffered similar problems 
to Kingston.

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Safety changes for death

The father of a schoolboy who 
was hit by a car on a busy 
road has finally seen safety 
changes, two years on. 

Eight-year-old Ali Nasralla, 
pictured, died after he was hit 
by a black cab in Robin Hood 


Way, where he lived, while 
riding his bike. 

He had been riding his 
birthday present home from 
school with his nanny and 
older sister on March 6,2012. 

Following the death of the 
Robin Hood Primary School 
pupil, Mr Nasralla appealed 
to TfL calling for the speed on 
the A3 service road to be re¬ 
duced from 30mph to 20mph. 

Now, 27-months on, TfL has 
proposed measures that 


include reducing the speed 
limit, introducing a one-way 
exit on part of the road and 
widening it. 

Ali’s father, doctor Murtad- 
ha Nasralla, said: “Thank you 
very much. This is great. 

“My son is gone, but at least 
you make me feel happier that 
they are doing this. 

“Hopefully this will reduce 
the incidents on the road.” 

The TfL consultation docu¬ 
ment specifically states: 


“The scheme has been de¬ 
signed in response to local 
concerns following a fatality 
involving a child.” 

At the time, Ali’s father 
wrote an open letter to Mayor 
Boris Johnson asking for 
help. It read: “We are a family 
heartbroken, knowing we will 
never see our happy smiling 
son again. 

“In my view this tragedy 
could have been avoided if 
proper road safety measures

had been introduced.” 

Former councillor Simon 
James, who was lead member 
for transport infrastructure 
in Kingston at the time of the 
accident, said: “I do think two 
years is a bit of a long time, 
but it’s good TfL is taking ac¬ 
tion about this safety issue.”

Police have praised the bravery 
of a pensioner who gave evidence 
against the man who raped and 
tried to kill her. 

Robert Richards, 22, from 
Chessington, was convicted of 
rape, attempted rape and at¬ 
tempted murder at Kingston 
Crown Court on Friday. 

He was arrested on October 23, 
2013, the same day a woman in 
her 70s had been sexually and 
violently attacked in her own 
home early in the morning. 

When he was arrested, 
Richards claimed he found 
trousers with the woman’s blood 
on while on his way to work as a 
labourer at Eel Pie Island, and 
had put them on because he was 
cold. 

The woman, in her 70s, gave 
evidence during the trial, 
sustained a broken hip,

vertebrae, jaw and several ribs in 
the attack. 

Richards claimed he was 
out buying tea at the time of the 


attack, and was captured on 
CCTV doing so. 

The crown said he committed 
the attack and went to the shop to 
deliberately be seen on camera, 
giving himself an alibi. 

It took the jury more than 
nine hours to find him guilty 
of attempted rape, rape and 
attempted murder. 

Detective Inspector Nicky Ar- 
rowsmith, from the Metropolitan 
Police’s sexual offences, exploita¬ 
tion and child abuse command, 
said: “I would like to pay tribute 
to the spirit and courage dis¬ 
played by the victim, who gave 
evidence during the trial. 

“I would also like to thank the 
witnesses who helped the victim 
shortly after the offence and also 
for giving evidence in court.” 

Richards will be sentenced on 
August 4.

On your bike for ticket refund 


We have a once-in-a-generation 
opportunity to have a real say on 
how our travel tickets are priced. 

The Mayor of London has an¬ 
nounced he will instruct Trans¬ 
port for London to examine how to 
encourage walking and cycling as 
part of the flexible ticketing pack¬ 
age, to be introduced in 2015. 

The announcement comes in re¬ 
sponse to the report Commuter 
Payback, that looked at ways to get 
more Londoners travelling to 
work on bike or foot. 

The report estimated that, under 
a system of commuter rebates, a 
zone 1-3 season ticket-holder, who 
chooses to walk or cycle just once 


a week, could receive a refund of 
£207 upon expiry of their travel- 
card. A zone 1-6 annual travelcard 
holder, working remotely, or from 
home, one day a week, could re¬ 
ceive a £310.50 rebate. 

I urge everyone in Kingston - 
whether you are a receptionist, 
cleaner or banker, or an employee, 
manager or owner - to have your 
say in the current 90-day consulta¬ 
tion for Londoners.

Dead father-to-be

A 14-year-old expectant father 
was teased at school before he 
was found hanged in a bedroom 
at his grandparents’ house, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Liam Hardy, of Lancaster Way 
in Worcester Park, was looking 
forward to the birth of his child, 
but had been struggling with dif¬ 
ficulties in his personal life and at 
school prior to his death in 
November 2012, Croydon Coro¬ 
ner’s Court heard last week. 

The court also heard how his 
mother felt support services did 
not listen to her concerns about 
Liam and felt no one took her 
seriously. 

Liam, a popular pupil at Car- 
shalton Boys Sports College, who 
enjoyed going to sea cadets, was 
found hanged in a bedroom at his 
parents’ house in Stonecot Hill on 
November 19, 2012. He died in 
hospital eight days later. 

At the start of the inquest last 
week, the court heard how Liam 
had made threats on his life since 
he was eight and was prone to 
self-harm.

The court also heard Liam was 
due to become a father and had 
been planning for the arrival of 
his child. 

But his mother Janine Hardy 
told the court he had been bulbed 
at school over his impending 
fatherhood. 

She said: “He was worried 
about it like any young person 
would be. He was very excited 
and he always referred to the 


baby by the name they had cho¬ 
sen for it. It was really quite 
grown up of him. 

“I was very proud of him. 

“There had been a bit of 
trouble [at school]. He was very 
hurt by the comments. 

“A boy was verbally abusing 
Liam. Then Liam said some stuff 
back to him and the boy hit him 
in the face five times.” 

The court heard Liam suffered 
from epilepsy as a child, but had 
grown out of the symptoms in 
recent years. 

The court heard that he had 
problems at school from a young 
age and his anger would manifest 
itself in violent outbursts to¬ 
wards Ms Hardy at home. 

Liam and Ms Hardy sought help 
through various sources, includ¬ 
ing child and adolescent mental 
health services, which assigned a 
specialist to work with Liam. 

But Ms Hardy told the court 
Liam did not get on with the spe¬ 
cialist and refused to co-operate. 

She said various social 
services worked with Liam, but 
always believed him when he told 
them he was fine - even though 
she told them about her concerns. 

Ms Hardy added: “No one took 
us seriously.”

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Fate of Kingsgate business centre in hands of public inquiry 

Student flat block or 
new primary school?

The fate of a disused office 
building that could become a 
much-needed primary school in 
north Kingston is now outside 
councillors’ control. 

A public inquiry will deter¬ 
mine what will happen to Kings¬ 
gate business centre, which 
owners hope to turn into a 
block of student flats. 

The three-day hearing with 
planning inspectors in Septem¬ 
ber will decide whether to grant 
outline permission for a retail 
and office block with up to 210 
student flats above. 

Land acquisition company 
Goldcrest, which owns the cen¬ 
tre, appealed to the Planning In¬ 
spectorate after Kingston 
Council’s delayed decision on its 
application. 

The site is a key part of the 
council’s north Kingston devel¬ 
opment brief, which includes 
the decommissioned gas holders 
and Canbury Place car park. 

It is also the preferred location 
for a two-form primary school. 

Nikki Connor, 60, who has

lived in the Seven Kings Way 
area for 10 years, said: “It would 
not bother me if it was students, 
but if I had to choose between 
student flats and a school I 
would choose a school. 

“My daughter has a three- 
year-old and she cannot get her 
into a nursery. 

“We need a school.” 

A member of the concierge 
team at the Royal Quarter devel¬ 
opment in Seven Kings Way, 
who did not want to be named, 
said: “Residents fear how close 
the building will be - it would 
take away their light. 

“We want this road to be shut 
and to make it into a two-way for 
residents.” 

Councillor David Cunningham 
said: “We had hoped the 


developer would have entered 
into a discussion on a land swap. 

“While he has every right to go 
to appeal, I would have liked 
that to have taken place. 

“I understand the developer is 
still willing to talk, but it is un¬ 
fortunate he was not willing to 
wait. 

“Obviously this is something 
that is very close to our hearts. 

“We would hope between now 
and September something can 
be agreed, but whether we can is 
another matter.” 

Simon James, former Liberal 
Democrat councillor and lead 
for planning, who was not re¬ 
elected, said: “It is obviously 
disappointing when decisions 
are taken away from local 
representatives and decided in¬ 
stead by central Government 
bureaucrats. 

“That is why the previous Lib¬ 
eral Democrat administration 
campaigned for the abolition 
of the Planning Inspectorate, 
but it seems Eric Pickles is not 
listening.” 

The public inquiry is expected 
to begin on September 23.

S o I’m on stage at London’s 
Comedy Store gong show - 
about 30 seconds into my act - 
and it’s going badly. The drunken, 
baying mob that constitutes the au¬ 
dience is starting to mumble, with 
the mumbles gradually turning to 
boos and the inevitable gong. 

And through all this I spot a girl 
sitting at the front turn to her 
friend, shake her head, and say the 
word “terrible”. She couldn’t even 
be bothered to heckle me. How lazy 
can you get? 

The monthly King Gong night is a 
particularly brutal rite of passage 
for any budding stand-up. But at 
least there’s a decent-sized crowd. 

When I started performing stand- 
up comedy a couple of years ago I 
naively thought I’d be entering a 
world of well-run clubs, promoters 
who actually promoted, and rooms 
full of comedy-hungry punters lap¬ 
ping up your every word. 

What I didn’t expect was an open 
mic circuit awash with grim nights 
in rooms above pubs, with little or 
no audience, where the organiser’s 
idea of “promotion” is putting the 
event on Facebook so a bunch of 
their comedian friends - who are 
only going to turn up if there’s a 
chance of getting on the bill - can 
see it. 

Maybe it has always been like that, 
I don’t know. 

A handful of open mic nights, 
however, are pretty damn good. 
Downstairs at the King’s Head in 


Crouch End and the new act night 
at the Comedy Cafe in Hoxton are 
the plum gigs for new comics, and, 
therefore, have an inevitable wait¬ 
ing list. 

Very few venues now offer new 
acts a slot on the bill with profes¬ 
sionals. Twickenham’s 
Bearcat is one of these. 

The Bearcat is a long 
standing well-sup¬ 
ported club that 
attracts big names 
- Harry Hill, Mil- 
ton Jones, etc - 
and yet is still 
willing to give 
new comics a 
chance. And that 
is to be applauded. 

But comedy’s 
tough. The reason it’s 
tough is because every 
body thinks their sense of 
humour is the best. I do, and 
each member of the audience does. 

No one leaves a gig saying: “I did¬ 
n’t laugh once. I really should re¬ 
think my sense of humour.” So, as a 
performer, you’ve got an added bar¬ 
rier to fight against. 

And it’s not brave. Comics get that 
a lot - being told stand-up is a brave 
thing to do. I once had a squaddie 
who had been injured in 
Afghanistan come up to me after a 
gig - and I swear I’m not making 
this up - to say I was “brave for 
getting up on stage with just a mi¬ 
crophone”. Yeah, I’m still waiting

for my VC as we speak. 

One thing that bugs most new 
comics is seeing their act do well 
one night and die a death on anoth¬ 
er. The same material performed in 
exactly the same way. I’ll never un¬ 
derstand it, but then stand-up isn’t 
a science. 

The simple answer it that, 
sometimes - and in my 
case, more than most - 
the audience imme¬ 
diately decides, en 
masse, that they 
don’t like you. 
That’s it. 

I’ve performed to 
complete silence 
before. It’s hard to 
deal with. And the 
worst nights are the 
ones where every other 
performer on the bill 
goes down well... except 

you. 

You trek home thinking “I should 
quit”. But then you tell yourself that 
“When I did that very same act at 
the Stick Insect and Artichoke in 
Bethnal Green yesterday they loved 
it. Carried me out of the room on a 
sedan chair feeding me caviar and 
chateuneuf du pape”. As opposed to 
staring at me like a bunch of Scien¬ 
tologists who’ve just been told that 
Tom Cruise has become a Mormon. 

So why do it? Why be a comic? 

Because I think I’ve got something 
to say. And when a gig goes well, 
there’s no better feeling.

Pensioner property wealth 
hits the £807 billion mark 


Retired homeowners have 
seen their property wealth 
grow by more than £6.3 
billion in the past three 
months as the housing 
market has continued to 
grow, new research shows. 

Pensioners who own their

Road safety charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists has issued 
some guidance to drivers on what 
to do if they see emergency 
vehicles with their flashing blue 
lights approaching. 

• Keep your cool - if you see or 
hear an emergency vehicle 
approaching, aid concentration by 
turning off your music, and take a 
few seconds to plan your next 
move. Acting in a state of panic 
could be dangerous and delay the 
emergency vehicle more. Also, 
remember to look if they are 
indicating to turn at a junction. 

• Stop - look for somewhere to 
pull over and stop if it’s safe to do 
so, even if the emergency vehicle is 
on the other side of the road. 
Indicators can be used to show that 
you have acknowledged the 
approaching blue lights and intend 
to move, but avoid usage if it could 
confuse other road users. 

• Stay safe - avoid pulling onto 
kerbs, pavements and verges - 
verges can mask numerous 
hazards and mounting the 
pavement can put pedestrians at 
risk. 


• Abide by the law - If you go 
through a red light or into a bus 
lane to make way for an emergency 
vehicle, unless directed to do so by 
a police officer, you are breaking 
the law and could be fined, 
irrespective of your good intentions. 

• Stay alert - be aware that there 
may be more than one emergency 
vehicle on the approach. Listen for 
more than one siren, look all 
around before moving off, and bear 
in mind that you may need to move 
over again. 

Peter Rodger of 1AM said: 
“Emergency vehicle drivers want 
you to help them reach the 
emergency at hand as quickly as 
possible. Behave calmly, legally, 
safely and predictably and move 
out of the way as soon as it is safe 
to do so to facilitate their route.”
